FALL/WINTER MENSWEAR: A MIXED MESSAGE 


Italian and American menswear delivered a mixed 
message: MIXTURES OF FABRICS, COLORS, TEXTURES. 


At UMOMODA the Italian designers emphasized 
leather. Leather jackets, vests, coats & 
trousers were seen in all sportswear collec- 
tions. Grommet & zipper trims - multi-color 
combinations have replaced the single-color, 
untrimmed styles of last season, although the 
Silhouette is basically the same: Broad- 
shouldered blouson tops and loose bottoms. 


Multi-fabric mixtures were everywhere with bits 
and pieces of suede, poplin, corduroy, leather, 
cavalry twill, wool tweed and knit pieced, 
patched, piped and put together. Reversible 
jackets & sweaters looked directional. Color 
was important with mid-tone brights & bur- 
gundies joining the already popular browns 
and olive greens. 


Hairy brown wool big coat with epaulettes, 
leather stand collar and attached leather 
inner vest: MARIO VALENTINO; Black/green/ 
blue leather jacket, D-ring side tabs, 
military hardware/snap-off quilted olive 
canvas sleeves: LA MATTA; Multi-color shear- 
ling jacket: BRECOS; Reversible multi-color 
car coat/corduroy sleeves, embossed leather 
shoulders & cotton body: CONTIR-MODIGLINATI;

"Typically low-key" was the American menswear 
message at THE DESIGNERS' COLLECTIVE. The 
most important classification: KNITS. Pastel 
& bright colors were introduced in argyle, 
fair isle & cable knit crew styles. Classic 
tweed jackets sported crayola bright nubs, 
blazers were treated to pattern & fabric’ 
mixes that are new and bold; leather & 
suede combined easily with tweed & knit.
